NATIONAL DIVORCE LAWS BEST. 


Judge of Supreme Court'of South Af- 


rican Union Tolls of That 


Country's Method. 


It is much better for a country to 


have one set of laws governing the 
granting of divorces, than to have dif- 
ferent laws in each state or province, 
Is the opinion of Justice Arthur Mason, 
a Judge of tho supreme court of the 
South African union. 


Judge Mason Is In Boston, having 


come all the way from Pretoria to 
spend the holidays with his son, E. W. 
Mason, a student at the Massachusetts 
Institute 'of Technology. 
Young Ma- 


son Is studying to be a mining engi- 
neer. 


Judge Mason 
told 
of conditions 


which exist in South Africa relative 
to divorce. He expressed the opinion 
that the proper, way to handle the di- 
vorce question was to establish a uni- 
form set of laws In each country. 


"Man and woman are on equal foot- 


ing with regard to divorce 
in the 


Union of South Africa," said the Jurist. 
"We recognize only two causes for the 
separation of the husband and wife. 
One Is adultery and the other.is ma- 
licious desertion. We understand ma- 
licious desertion to mean a condition 
of affairs where either husband or wife 
abandons 
the 
home wilfully. 
When 


this is proved a decree is issued in be- 
half of the abandoned one, command- 
ing the deserting party to return to 
his mate. If this is not complied with 
a decree of divorce may he entered. 


"Jn Natal, the desertion must be for 


a period of eighteen months, and many 
of our Judges have expressed an opin- 
ion that some restriction 
should 
be 


placed on the granting of 'divorces on 
the ground of malcious desertion. 


"The Union of South Africa consists 


of four colonies, which were united on 
May 1, 1910. Each colony has Its own 
laws, but there Is very little difference 
with regard to divorce. Our experience 
shows the desirability of a uniform 
law throughout each country in the 
matter of divorce."—Boston Traveler.

Now that antieiue silver, with its dull 


hues, is in vogue, it is not fashionable 
to have sliver' bright, either for the 
dining or the toilet table. 
So polish- 


ing silver to clean it has to be cleverly 
done In order to remove the dirt with- 
out producing too much brilliancy. 


Quite ns effective as silver polish is 


a bath in soapy 'water, boiling hot. to 
which a few drops of ammonia have 
been added. 
Washed thoroughly in 


this and then rinsed in clear hot water, 
the silver will emerge spotlessly clean 
and take on just the right polish If 
carefully wiped with coarse, dry tow- 
els. 
This drying is an art, for the 


pieces should be washed one at a time 
and when taken from the water dried 
immediately. 


Never leave a lot of silver-to drain 


at one time, for it will partially dry 
before you get to it and will be so cool 
by the time you wipe it that the clean 
look will be lost. 


When the silver is carefully washed 


in the fashion above described, it does 
not require a cleaning with 
polish 


more than once a month. 


Of course where there is gas in the 


house the silver will discolor more 
quickly than where electric light is 
used. 


It is a. clever plan to Keep a piece 


of camphor in the silver drawer, as it 
prevents the flat silver from discolor- 
ing and leaves no suggestion of its 
odor except in the drawer.

Physician Repudiates Ac- 


cepted Theory Con- 


cerning Hie Sex. 


TELLS 
OP , HIS 
CUBE 


Washington. Jan. 16.—The fact ac- 


cepted as absolute in medical circles 
hroughout the world that women are 
much more nervous than men, often 
taken as a basis in a comparison of 
the nervous system of the two sexes. 
is repudiated in toto by Dr. Enrico 
Serafini. a leading Italian physician. 
He sets forth that the make-up of 
man is much more sensitive than that 
of woman, according to research ')>• I 
him, but that nervous breakdowns and 
general 
neurasthenic disorders 
are 


less apparent 
in him 
because of a 


more natural tendency to combat them 
with 
nature's 
own 
cure—absolute 


quiet and silence. 
' The theory of the Italian physician 
Is that any mental activity means a 
corresponding 
activity 
throughout 


the nervous system of the person, and 
each thought influence's the respec- 
tive nerve centers according to the 
emotions and individuality. 
Silence. 


according 
to the 
physician, means 


not only refraining from speech, but 
also a self-imposed prohibition from 
mental occupation® of any- sort. Tn 
fact, he holds that a silent speech ;s 
a greater strain on the nerves than a 
spoken one. The former draws on the 
brain and the nerve centers a "still" 
force, which causes the cells to ex- 
pand enough to Influence the entire 
body. 
The other, instead, is supple- 


mented by movement, senses, speech, 
all of which, while directly subjected 
to the mind, meet the nervous strain 
half way. 
Taciturnity Strength of Americans. 


Dr. Serafini, who reached this coun- 


try two weeks ago 
on his way to 


Buenos Ayres, finds in the Americans 
good subjects for this study. He as- 
serts that the greater power of the 
American man. and his ability to 
grasp greater things in less time than 
his fellow men in other parts of the 
world, Is due to his inherent taciturn- 
ity. 
This 
aptitude 
toward silence 


neutralizes the 
bad 
effect of the 


strain on his mind, as occasioned by 
violent or concentrated thought. The 
neurasthenic strain 
which 
Is oft-m 


considered one of the American traits 
Is said to be existent only In the 
more loquacious men, but that as a 
race the North American distributes 
his periods of mental quiet by bal- 
anced apportionment. 


"Silence as a cure for the nerves 


has been accepted as a fact by the 
medical profession from time Imme- 
morial." said Dr. Scraflni todv. "The 
first thing n doctor prescribes to a 
p.iticnt. no matter what his trouble, 
is quiet and silence. He is also warned 
to remove himself from ns many noises 
as passible, not because the noises 
might hurt him, but because 
their 


origin, or their value. In an abstract 
sense, would excite his Imagination. 
An imaginary picture would be painted 
by the mind around each noise, and 
there would be no end to the train of 
thought that would follow. 


"Women have offered the greatest 


difficulty to tho medical profession In 
their obedience to 
that 
injunction. 


Woman Is less nervous than man: 
man is more sensitive than woman. 
His nerves are much mor« delicate 
tffn 
hers, and In making this nsscr- 


fton I have In mind any normal man 
and woman in this wide world today. 
A woman's nervous excitement Is usu- 
ally superficial. 
Nervous wrecks, 
to 


us* a common phrase, are never found 
in ti)« fair sex. 
A woman's mental 


capabilities are limited; her brain Is 
much smaller than that of a man, and 
that accounts for U. A man, more- 
over, is physiologically bigger than a 
woman, and his nervous system Is cor- 
respondingly more extensive. 


"A woman is often hysterical, which 


is a local disturbance »f nerves, usual- 
ly playing upon the nerves at the 
throat and eyes, resulting In sobs and 
tears. A man's corresponding trouble 
is entirely different. 
His nerves find 


little outlet In sobs, because he has not 
that tendency just as he is not likely 
to shed tears. This, as a result, con- 
fines the strain within his brain, with 
a reaction brought forth by the exer- 
cise of a self-control -which woman 
locks—which she has lost by hereditary 
lank of usage. It often happens thnt 
some men are subjugated by this 
strain, which accounts for the victory 
of some subsidiary riervo centro, thus 
accentuating the force of the weakest 
nerve. I may include the weakness for 
drjnlc as one of the habits contracted 
by an unusua) strain on his nervous 
system. . Often 
the 
entire 
system 


breaks down, some times beyond cure, 
so far as practical results are con- 
cerned. 
Such a man. however, will 


always find a constructive restoration 
of his lost energy and virility by keep- 
ing absolutely quiet. 


"The Rey. Samuel 'Lombard, who 


has devoted many years to the study 
of nervous troubles and whose find- 
ings led me to look a second time into 
this interesting phase of man's makft- 
up, declared that silence was nature's 
own cure for ordinary ills. He did not 
specify, however, that silence is not 
meant as the mere net of keeping one's 
mouth shut, but the tendency to blank 
one's mind. ' This means the elimina- 
tion of thought and thought's influence 
on the person. 


"An illustration lies dn the phenome- 


non of dreams. At the conclusion of 
an active dream—the dream that 'Is 
usually characterized by the dreamer 
as 'true and real'—the .person awakes 
with <a jolt. 
It is inly natural, sincp 


the.ro has been a violent, strain on the 
entire nervous system, unaccompanied 
by 
relief 
from any o£ the hundred 


which nature nffords when Hie person 
Is awake. 
"I have often heard prominent men 


who are actively engaged in impor- 
tant pursuits refer to a tired feftlins 
and general listlessness, but that they 
•have done nothing' during the day. Tn 
them It seems they have done nothing 
merely because they have remained 
within a room .tor four or eight hours, 
looking out of- the window perhaps.

MINING FOR COFFIN PLANKS. 


One of the raost curious Industries 


In the world Is the business of mining 
for coffin planks, which is carried on 
in Upper Tonquln, a portion of the 
French 
possession 
In 
southeastern 


Asia. 
In a certain district in this 


province there exists a great under- 
ground deposit of logs, which were 
probably the trunks of trees engulfed 
by an earthquake or some other con- 
vulsion of nature at a comparatively 
recent period. 


Thn trees are a species of pine 


known to the natives, and also to some 
extent to European 
commerce, 
as 


"nam-hou." The wood Is almost Im- 
perishable, and has the quality, cither 
through Its nature or a* the result of 
its sojourn underground, of resisting 
decay from damp. This quality makes 
it particularly valuable for the manu- 
facture of coffins, and for this purpose 
it Is largely exported to Europe. 


The trees are often a yard In diam- 


eter. They are buriea in sandy earth, 
at a depth of from two to eight yards. 
and are dug Tip by naHre labor as de- 
mnnd is made for
